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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
JAMES  A.  TUTTLE  LIBRARY 

Aided  by  the  Town's  appropriation  of  $2,000.00  last  March, 
the  Trustees  can  now  report  a  new  heating  system  in  our 
building,  installed  and  operating  efficiently.  During  the  month 
of  August,  the  interior  was  completely  redecorated,  and  since 
then,  the  lighting  improved  with  new  wall  fixtures  in  the  main 
room  and  overhead  lights  at  the  stack  room  door  and  stair 
landing. 

Book  Week  in  November  was  observed  with  a  Story  Hour 
for  the  first  four  grades  and  an  exhibition  of  Book  Plates  made 
by  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades.  Elizabeth  Yates  of  Peterborough 
spoke  at  the  Woman's  Club  that  week. 

Circulation  this  year  is  ahead  of  last  at  8,793;  of  these,  4,306 
were  fiction,  1,280  non-fiction  and  3,207  children's  books.  This 
last  figure  is  encouraging,  for  we  are  proud  of  our  juvenile 
library  and  it  is  gratifying  to  know  the  young  people  are  using 
the  library  for  their  own  pleasure  and  instruction. 

Even  with  the  extra  financial  burdens  of  heating  system  and 
redecoration,  we  have  added  new  volumes  which  include  152 
adult  fiction,  38  non-fiction  and  70  children's  books.  Of  interest 
to  all  is  the  new  Funk  and  Wagnalls  unabridged  dictionary  and 
a  set  of  eight  volumes  entitled  "New  Human  Interest  Library," 

The  Trustees  urge  all  who  have  not  used  the  library  this  fall, 
to  stop  in  and  see  our  new  improvements  and  take  home  a  book 
or  two.  We  are  always  open  to  suggestions  from  you,  to  improve 
the  library.

We  are  appreciative  of  the  difficulties  which  these  pupils  and 
their  parents  may  often  have  encountered  in  attaining  these 
honors.  Because  of  this  record  and  the  high  attendance  of  most 
other  pupils  we  can  be  extremely  proud.  It  is  indicative  of  the 
genuine  interest  of  parents  and  students  in  taking  advantage  of 
the  educational  opportunities  afforded  by  the  community. 

Last  June  we  were  fortunate  in  that  three  of  the  civic  or- 
ganizations in  town  sponsored  delegates  to  youth  leadership 
meetings.  Prescott  Meyers  Post  of  the  American  Legion  sent 
George  Defoe  to  Boys'  State,  the  Rod  and  Gun  Club  sent 
Donald  Paige  to  the  New  Hampshire  State  Conservation  Camp 
and  the  American  Legion  Auxiliary  sent  Norma  Fuglestad  to 
Girls'  State.  In  January  of  this  year  Norma  Fuglestad  was 
selected  by  the  faculty  and  student  body  to  represent  the 
Molly  Aiken  Chapter  of  D.  A.  R.  on  its  annual  pilgrimage  to 
Concord.  These  young  people  profited  by  their  association  with 
pupils  from  other  cities  and  towns  in  the  state.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  these  same  honors  may  be  made  available  to  other's  in  the 
future. 

Last  year  in  conjunction  with  Station  WKXL  Antrim  High 
School  joined  the  Debating  Club  of  the  Air.  Despite  the  fact 
that  Antrim  was  competing  against  much  larger  schools  the 
team  was  able  to  win  four  of  the  seven  contests  entered.  This 
year  the  same  station  is  sponsoring  a  forum  instead  of  debating. 
Delegates  from  our  school  have  already  taken  part  in  one  of 
these  broadcasts.  Work  of  this  nature  affords  excellent  training 
in  speech,  diction  and  English,  as  v/ell  as  an  increased  interest 
and  knov/ledge  of  the  topics  discussed. 

The  Southern  New  Hampshire  Interscholastic  League  com- 
posed of  small  high  schools  in  this  region  extended  its  sports  pro- 
gram from  girls'  and  boys'  basketball  to  include  baseball  and 
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Softball  last  spring.  Our  girls  won  the  leagae  championship. 
This  league  continues  to  foster  friendly  relations  and  develops 
good  sportsmanship,  an  element  which  has  at  times  been 
notably  lacking  in  interscholastic  competition. 

The  present  trend  in  education  is  to  develop  in  pupils  the 
right  attitudes  toward  school  work,  the  school  as  a  whole  and 
towards  society.  When  the  school  succeeds,  the  learning  in 
subject  matter  field  quickly  takes  care  of  itself.  This  year  an 
innovation  in  our  program  has  been  instituted  by  the  adminis- 
tering of  mid-year  and  final  exams.  The  faculty  felt  that  such  a 
procedure  would  assist  the  pupils  in  evaluating  their  accumu- 
lated learning  and  perhaps  provide  good  experience  and  training 
for  those  who  plan  to  continue  in  higher  education. 

Our  social  program  of  plays,  dances,  'Snews,  trips,  year  book, 
and  choral  work  is  well  known  to  you  as  is  evidenced  by  your 
continued  loyal  support  to  all  of  these  varied  activities. 

This  fall  the  high  school  student  council  solved  a  very  serious 
safety  problem  when  they  established  a  student  traffic  patrol. 
Crosswalks  were  painted  in  front  of  the  school  and  student 
patrol  members  control  passage  across  the  street  during  the 
congestion  of  the  noon  and  afternoon  dismissals. 

In  an  effort  to  stimulate  and  formulate  the  ideals  and  values 
of  thrift  a  War  Savings  Stamp  Purchase  program  was  estab- 
lished. The  response  and  continued  purchase  of  stamps  by  the 
pupils  in  the  grades  has  been  very  gratifying. 

Our  high  school  and  junior  high  have  continued  to  receive 
the  A  class  rating  from  the  State  Department  of  Education. 

The  continued  cooperation  of  the  teachers,  superintendent  of 
schools,  school  committee,  school  nurse,  and  parents  is  greatly 
appreciated.

During  the  past  year  we  have  continued  to  reconstruct  the 
program  of  the  upper  six  grades.  The  generous  response  of  the 
townspeople  has  given  us  sufficient  funds  to  get  the  progi^am  in 
operating  condition.  Grades  7  and  8  are  now  well  depart- 
mentalized along  with  the  upper  four  grades.  These  trans- 
formations have  been  carried  out  without  excessive  extension  of 
costs,  considering  this  economic  era.  The  following  table  some- 
what portrays  our  costs  in  relation  to  those  of  similar  com- 
munities. 

Cost  of  High  School  Instruction

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The  number  and  quality  of  courses  offered  is  perhaps  superior 
to  more  than  half  the  High  Schools  of  New  Hampshire.  The 
Home  Economics  department  has  been  supplied  with  two  new 
electric  sewing  machines  and  a  second-hand  treadle  machine. 
The  shop  has  been  purchased  and  much  surplus  government 
machinery  has  been  secured  at  very  little  cost  to  the  school 
district.  Gradually  we  can  make  more  complete  use  of  most  of 
it.  A  substantial  piece  of  equipment — a  new,  sound  movie 
projector — has  been  purchased  at  the  instigation  of  the  school 
board.  The  Antrim  Women's  Club  started  this  move  two 
years  ago  when  they  donated  thirty-five  dollars  as  a  nucleus  of  a 
fund. 

P'or  these  grades  oar  attention  is  now  focused  on  intensifying 
the  individual  achievements  of  each  pupil.  This  does  not  mean 
a  lock-step  education  but  more  particularly  just  the  opposite. 
In  this  age  we  are  never  justified  in  falsely  standardizing  per- 
formances. The  requirement  of  a  good  citizen  is  rather  that  he 
learn  all  he  possibly  can  during  twelve  years  in  the  local  school 
system.  This  of  course  puts  a  tremendous  responsibility  on  the 
teacher. 

In  the  lower  grades  we  have  completed  the  installation  of  the 
basic  reading  system.  Although  this  was  begun  sometime  ago, 
it  is  now  completed.  Used  by  competent  teachers,  the  system 
enables  pupils  to  build  powerful  reading  habits  at  an  early  age 
in  their  school  life.  Our  problem  is  of  course,  that  each  teacher 
has  far  too  many  pupils  for  efficiency  and  her  problem  is  made 
more  complex  because  of  the  two  grades.  We  have  many 
pupils  who  have  acquired  major  reading  difficulties  often  because 
of  cur  wasteful  economy  of  teacher  appointments. 

In  our  new  budget  vv^e  have  asked  for  two  reading  tables  and 
necessary  chairs  for  each  of  the  three  elementary  rooms.  These 
will  allow  us  to  initiate  more  group  work.  Coincidentally  we 
hope  to  purchase  a  duplicating  machine  to  provide  instructional 
materials  to  go  with  these. 

To  overcome  the  replacement  needs  caused  by  the  obsolete 
desks  and  seats,  we  have  asked  for  enough  new  desks  and  seats 
for  one  of  these  three  rooms.  All  of  this  equipment  is  needed 
for  an  old  or  new  school. 

The  toilet  situation  continues  to  be  exasperating  but  can  best 
be  remedied  by  removal  of  the  elementary  plant  to  another 
scene  as  recommended  elsewhere.  The  present  arrangement  is 
very  unwholesome  and  is  a  mental  as  well  as  physical  hazard  to 
the  young  pupils. 

The  noon  lunch  program  has  been  operated  very  successfully 
under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Edna  Humphrey,  who  deserves 
exceptional  commendation  for  her  careful  handling  of  a  meagre 
budget.    She  has  been  loyally  assisted  by  Mrs.  Mary  Warren. 

The  transportation  system  has  had  some  kinks  to  untwirl  but 
it  has  been  superior  to  that  of  a  great  many  towns  and  to  that 
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of  the  past  in  Antrim.  The  per  pupil  cost  per  mile  has  been 
very  low.  Whitney  Bus  Co. — the  contractor  has  been  reliable 
as  to  time  and  dependability. 

The  selectmen  have  continued  their  generous  cooperation  in 
granting  frequent  use  of  the  town  hall.  This  is  a  great  service 
to  growing  boys  and  girls.  Steady  improvement  of  the  Park 
playground  has  also  served  the  school  well.  Likewise,  the 
extensive  snow  removal  in  front  of  the  schoolhouse  has  served 
as  a  safety  factor  for  the  children  entering  or  leaving  the  school. 

Most  heartening  was  the  tremendous  response  on  Parent's 
night  last  November.  After  all,  this  school  belongs  to  the 
parents.  It  is  just  as  good  as  they  demand  that  it  be.  No 
person  or  persons  in  any  capacity  can  operate  such  undertakings 
for  selfish  glory  as  long  as  the  parents  keep  up  their  interest  in 
the  things  that  are  done.  Continued  parental  interest  fore- 
shadows a  bright  future  in  any  educational  program. 

For  the  parents  and  citizens  of  Antrim  who  are  anxious  to 
keep  their  school  program  out  in  front,  their  School  Board  has 
recently  spent  long,  tedious  hours  planning  a  long  range  school 
housing  program  for  Antrim  boys  and  girls. .  The  program  has 
been  carefully  worked  out,  because  of  the  NECESSITY.  It 
offers  nothing  but  hard  work  and  some  opposition,  to  the 
sponsors.  But  it  holds  a  promise  of  growth  and  prosperity  to 
the  future  of  Antrim  if  it  is  initiated  before  the  patient — in  the 
case  our  venerable  school  house — succumbs  to  the  hazards  of  old 
age,  over-crowding  and  natural  causes  of  destruction.  The 
time  for  action  seems  to  be  now. 

Your  school  board  has  presented  you  with  a  School  Warrant 
which  gives  you  a  chance  to  STAND  UP  AND  BE  COUNTED 
FOR — or  AGAINST  a  worthwhile  educational  program  for  your 
boys  and  girls  and  no  less — the  whole  future  of  Antrim.  In  the 
inspiring  words  of  Dr.  Edgar  Fuller,  Commissioner  of  Educa- 
tion, we  believe  that,  "Given  full  opportunity  to  consider  the 
facts  about  public  education,  the  people  of  New  Hampshire  will 
make  the  right  decisions  about  it." 

We  are  very  grateful  for  the  hearty  cooperation  from  all 
parents,  children,  town  officials  and  the  School  Board  of  Antrim. 
Educational  services  are  more  prosperous  in  towns  where 
everyone  is  interested  in  the  training  of  the  children.
